The Contentious Amendments 

As a result of the resignation of 
the Mimister of Interior on March 
ast, end of the negotiaitions which 
have since gene on between Mr. Sif- 
tem ana the Government, last aight 
the Premier laid wreon the table the 
amendments with which the Goov- 
ernment had decided to replace the 
edurationa!l clause, aumber 16 of the 
Acvtorfomy Bills. 

‘The amendments and the oriiginal 
eiuses are as follow: 
New Clause 

“Section 93 of the British North 
‘America act, 1867, shall apply to the 


said province, with the substitution 


for sub-section 1 of said section 93, 
of the following sub-section :. 


*T. Nothing in any such law shall 
prejudically affect any right or privi- 
lege with respect to separate schools 
which any class of persons have at 
the date of the passing of this act, 
amder the terms of chapters 29 and 
30 of the ordinances of the North 
West Territories, passed-in the year 
1901. ‘ 

“2. In the appropriation by the 
legislature of distribution by the gov- 
ernment of the province of and mon- 
eys for the support of schools organ- 
ized and carried on fin accordance 
with said chapter 29 or any act passed 
in amendment thereof, or io substitu- 
tion therefor, there shall be no descri- 
mination against schools of any class 
described in the said chapter 29 


“3. Where the expression ‘by law’ 
is employed in sub-section 3 of the 
said section 93, it shall be held to 
mean the law as set out in said chap- 
ters 29 and 30; and where the expres- 
S10 “at the union’ is’ employed in 
Said sub-section 3, it shall be held to 
mean the date at which this act 
cemes into force.” 


© igina! Clauses 

Section it of the Autonomy Bill, 
aS tmireduced by Sir Wilfrid. Laurier, 
and for whi¢h the foregoing is to be 
subsiituted read as fellows: 


“16. The provisions of section 93 of 
The British North America act, 1867, 
shall apply to the said province as if 
at the date upon which this act comes 
into force the Territory ‘comprised 
therein were already a prevince, the 
expression ‘the union’ in the said sec- 
tion being taken to mean the said 
date. 


“# mutject to the provisions of 
the seid section 93, and in‘ continuance 
of the principle heretofore sanctiened 
under the North West Territories act 
it is enacted that the legislature of 
the said province shall pass all neces- 
sary lnaws im respect of education, and 
that it therein shall always be provid- 
ed (a) that a majority of the rate:

Declaratory, not Mandatory 

In “both cases the previsions pur- 
ported io be simply declaratory, set- 
téng forth m, tefms the supposed in- 
tent of sectipn 93, the educationak 
section: of the British North Amer- 
joa Act of 1867. This section gro- 
vides “that im and for each province 
the legislature may exclusively make 
laws {2 regaré to education,” subject 
andi acterding to certain restrictive 
(provisions. ‘Mhe first of these says, 
“Nothing ip any such law. shall pre- 
yudfemity affect any right er privil- 
ege with respect to denaminationas 
schools which any class of persone 
have teen allowed im the province at 
the union.” ‘In pursuance of ithis 
subsection the orurina! clause 16 of 
the Autompomy Bills re-emacted the 
section of the Northwest ‘Territories 
Act oi “75 under which the Northwest 
Assemb!y ordizxrances were framed. 
‘Assuming that to be the law defin- 
img the rights of supporters of de- 
pemineationa? acbools in the Ter- 


os 
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ritoriés, which rights are specifically 
proteeted by sub-section 1 of section 
93 of the British North America Aet 
already quoted, and are backed up by 
Gub-mictions 3 and 1 of the same 
section, whieh provide first for» as 
appeal te the Governor-icneral im 
Council from legislation of the ¢rev-" 
ince Which micht contravene the 
EMmneiples of sub-section one, and af4 
terwards for remedial Icgislation bgt 
Parliament. ; 


To av-id Misunderstanding 


The objection to adopting the pro- 
visions of the Northwest. Territories 
Act ‘of "75 was that this was net 
actually the law existing in the Ter- 
ritories.at the. t.me they became 
provinces, but the enabling provisions 
under which the actual law—the or- 
dinance of Northwest Territories— 
was based) It was felt that to adogt 
the basis of the law instead of the 
law itself would leave room for wide- 
ly varying interpretations and 
sibly endless difficulty which might 
be to the disadvantage of either the 
public of the denominational schools. 
It wakS felt to be very much better, 
as securing a plain and easily under- 
stood adjustment of educational -f- 
fairs, to adopt the law which had 
stood the test of actual operation for 
years. Under this law, which is the 
actual interpretation of sub-sectiod 
1 of section 93, of the British North 
America Act, all parties* will know, 
exactly what their’ rights and lim- 
itations are. To accept the section 
of the Northwest Territories Act as 
reproduced in the original clause 16, 
was to accept something the limita- 
tions of which were not well ined 
and therefore were nat well wider- 
stood. The adoption of the existing 
Northwest ordinances with full rre- 
vision for future amendments gives 
to be clearly understood the rights 
and limitations of all parties, and 
establishes beyond question the right 
of the legislature to absolute con- 
trol of the condu¢ét of all classes of 
schools in the province. 


Grants Subject to Provincial Regulations 


Sub-section 2 of the amendment re- 
places sub-section 3 of the original, 
which provides against discrimination 
by the provincia! legislature in the 
distribution of public moneys among 
seho»ls. The original clause might 
be read as requiring this distribu- 
tion of moneys amongst schools ir- 
respective of contro] by the govern- 
ment of those schools. Sub-section, 
2 of the amendment makes ;erfeetly 
clear that for the schools of any class 
to share in Government grents they 
must be conducted according to the 
acts passed by the provincial legisla- 
ture, R +a 


—. 3 


AFair Distribution always Conceded 


A certain reading of sub-section 3 
ot the original clauses would infrimge 
upon the right of the province to 
distribute yrovincial moneys as the 
legislature might determine, while 
sub-section 2 of the amendment re- 
tains to the legislature the right to 
distribute the provincial momeys ac- 
cording to the laws of the legislature, 
subject only to the restriction that 
the distribution should not be unfair 
ta denominational schools. On this 
point mo one will suggest that if 
denominational schools are conducted 
according to the laws of the preov- 
ince they should ‘net receive their 
fair share of the provincial grants. 


No Room left for Quiisbling 


Sub-section 3 of the emendments 
rejlaces the first of the original sub- 
clauses, and gives thé interpretation 
of Parliament as to the time when 
the union of the new provinces to the 
Dominion takes place, While ‘here 
can be no doubt that the intent of 
the framers of the British North A- 
merica or Confederation, Act was that 
the reference to the union of the 
provinces to the Dominion meant the 
time when certuin territory not hith 
erto a province of the Dominion be- 
came such a province it might alse 
be held under the wording of the act 
that the term “union” meantt he 
acquisition of the territory by Can- 
ada. Only one of the meanings can 
be correct and it is right and , roper 
that the meaning evidently intended 
by the framers of confederation 
should be definitely adopted. 


The Legislature Controls 


The net result of the amending of 
clause 16 ad that the absolute con- 
trol by.the legislature of the schools, 
which had been laced in some aoubt 
by the terms of the original clause, 
is Now rlaced beyond doubt, 


A System of Truly National Schools. 


While separate schools exist in the 
Northwest, and must contimue to 
exist under the terms of the Sritish 
North America Act. unti) that aet 
is altered by Imeerial authority as 
it may be—they are, whether Protes- 
tant or Roman Catholic, as ‘truly 
Rational as the schools which are pot 


called separate—or, if they are not, 
the legislatures of the new provinces 
will have all the power to make 


them so that is germitted to any 
trovince by the origimal terms ef 
confederation, 


A Principle Conceded. not its Abuse 


It is not the rprinciple of religious 
toleration exrpresscd in the privilege 
of separate schools that is objection- 
able to Protestanfs. It is the abuse 
of that privilege by the setting up 
of a dual schoo! system under other 
than direct state control. This is 
the abuse that exists in Ontario, and 
makes the name of sepirate school 
so objectionable to the Protestant 
majority of that provinces: It was 
this abuse in Manitoba that led to 
the wiping out of the sepwrate school 
privilege in that province. It was 
the sume abuse cximtipg in the Ter- 
ritories from 1884 to 1891 that was 
then wiped omt. without, however, 
wicing out the principle of tolera- 
tion expressed in the privilege of sep- 
arate schools. It is the privilege 
without the abuse that is being con- 
tinued in the North West. If after- 
wards there is an abuse of the rrivik 
ege the fault will be that of the 
provineial fegislatures, and theirs 
wnly, under the amended clause 16 
of the autonomy bills,

REPORT FOR THE PAST YEAR. 


Instances of Good Work. done by the 
Force — General Summary of the 
Work Done. 


—_—-— — -- 


The annunl report of the Norcth- 
west Mounted Police was pubiishea 
last week. ft is an interesting sum- 
mary of the year’s work of the men 
who are fookimg after His Majesty’s 
peace in the Cunadian wilderness. It 
cotains reports of men who have 
been stationed throughout the North- 


west,.in the Ymkon, at the mouth 
of the Mbeeckenzie river, within the 
‘Avctic Circle, and on Huwdidson’s Bay. 


Frem the Territories, Commission- 


er Perrys stutes that the volume of 
immigration ‘has added to the. re- 
aspOusibilities of ithe police. New 


towns and extending settlements 
have called for police protection and 
a Dumber of acw detachments ‘vere 
consequentiy established. ““The ra- 
gid s¢ttiement of a new country,’ 
he says, “brings a large percentage 
of bad characters, and statistics show 
an increase of crime’for some years. 

“The force.” he continues, “is do- 
ing valuable work among foreign ime 
migrants. The influence is most sal- 
utary, and in my opinion is one of 
the strongest forees tending towards 
the assimiiation of these people. Our 
corstabics are constantly. called ur- 
on for advice, and to settle diisputes. 
The effect of the redegats upon the 
newcomers is fully recognized by the 
officials cf the immigraltion- aepari- 
ment and by the public generally. 
The police hove gained a reputation 
at home and abroad as an effective 
organization ;»which has’ materially 
forwarded the crogress of the Ter- 
rifories. 

“Ii is todus dealing witb all classes 
of men, the Iawiless element on the 
border, the cowboys and the Indians 
on the plains, the coal miners in the 
mountains, the gold miners in the 
Yukon, unl the whalers and Esqui- 
mos on Hudson’s Bas, and the Arctic 
ocean. I[t is an asset of Canada, and 
the time bis not yet arrived in the 
development of the country when it 
can be written off.” 

The commissioner gives as an in- 
stance of the work of the police, the 
apprehension of an Indian who aban- 
doned to the wolves of the far north 
two little children, This occurred at 
Black Lake, 250-miles east of Fort 
Chippewayan. The {ndian was given 
two years. The arrest was made by 
Sergt. field, who travelled with his 
grisoner 667 miles by beat, 90 
by trail, and 1,031 miles by 
a total of 1,788 miles, 

The Indians are reported to be 
¢rosperous and contented. The fur 
@atch in the Athabasca and Macken- 
zie districts was good and there was 
no destitution.
